not be preferv’d without maintaining the

And the main Queftion fhould have been, 
Whether thefe could be prefervd without 

exclufive Company or no. ; 
ae Mut Shifting aA Evading we had in- 
deéd about this Queftion—— But in afl that 
J ever read or, heard of, that pretended to 
‘anfwer to the: Queftion, I never yet faw 
one Thing like, or one Man that would 
undertake to fay, ‘that any folid Security 
could be given for preferving the Trade, 
but by an exclufive Company———_ Perhaps 
the Gentlemen, having had Time to con- 
fider of that Argument, may have found 
oui.fome Medium in this weighty Part of 
the Ca@~and I thould be gied to fee it, that 
then we may pull down the Exclufive Men 
with fome Shew of Reafon, and with Safety 
to the Trade -—— But, Gentiemen, if you 
are fo fond of puting dows the Company, 


that you will poll down the Trade with: 
them=-———= HANDS OFF is the Word ; 
these the Nation will be againft you, for 
the Trade is effentially neceflary, and muft 
be preferv’d. ; 

Nor is it fufficient to fay, Yes, we can 
fecure the Trade,and we will undertake to 
fecure the Trade: The Trade to Africa is 
of the laft Confequence to Britsin, and ’tis 
not énough to fay You will ; but will You 
give folid, firm Securities to the Nation, 
that your.Word fhall be made Good ? — 
Without Security You fay Nothing, the 
Natio muft not be jefted with, and fo 
lofe the Trade to Africa, This is the 
only Thing Turg’d laft Year, and many a 
Time it was offer’d to the Hou/e, but ‘no 
Reply has been yet made, no efféétual An- 
{wer given, neither has any Man pretended 
co fay, that the feparate Traders to Africa, 
tho’ torm’d ia a Company, fuch as they pro- 
pos’d, could offer any Manner of Security 
to preferve the Trade; and till they do, I 
doubt not, but the Houfe will be very con- 
fiderate in the Matter of laying open that 
Trade. 


I have nothing to do with the Accufi- - 


tions or Recriminations on one fide and 
other, which fill’d all their Pleadings laft 
Year with fo much Billing/gate Rhetorick— 
They brought a great many Witneffes on 
both fides, and great Pains they took to let 
the Houfefee their Nakednefs, and to have 
the Nation’s Opinion, of whofe Faces were 
blackeft : For my part, I am for allowing 
all the Mifmanagements, Violences, Frauds, 
Cruelties, c. that are pretended on both 
fides, and the Confequencces may be juft, 
that both fides ought to be fupprefs’d, the 
Men may be us’d as the Houfe pleafes, 
and let the Guilty be punith’d and expos’d, 
let Servants betray their Mafters, Hirelings 
eat their Bread, and throw their Wealth in 
the Face of them they got it by. But the 
TRADE, the TRADE ; this is the great 
Queftion before the Houfe, what muft be 
‘done with the TRADE ? And of this I fay to 
all that objeé&t, Let them he great or fimall, 
few or many, fhow mea Way to fecure and 
preferve the Trade to Africa, without an 
Exclufive Company, if youcan. I confefs,

it is with fome Relu@tance that I mention 
this Affair at fo great a Diftance $ but near 
or remote, any Man may put this Queftion, 
and I humbly offer it ia the View of the 
World, to all that raife Clamours at an 
 Exclufive Company, and I imporcune them 
for an Anfwer, not to Me, but the Houfe 
of Commons. Can ye, Gentlemen, fecure 
the Trade to the Coaft of Africa, that the 
Nation may not be bereav’d of it, our 
Neighbours poffefs it, and our Colonies 
be ruin’d for Want ofit? 
If any Mén will fay they can fecure it— 
It is alfo.very eafic for them to tell bow ; if 
they sew the Method, it iseafie to lay it 
down — All thac have attempted it yet, 
at leaft that J have feen, have fhufled off 
this Point, they have fupply’d it indeed 
with plentiful Raillery at the prefent Com- 
pany, and much good Breeding was fhown 
that Way, Cujus Contrarium, Sc. But ftill 
this main Queftion has been left, no Cham- 
pion of the feparace Traders has ever yet 
made the Attempt 3 None of the Gentle- 
men that pleaded at the Bar of the Hox/e, 
when in Committee came to this Point, 
(at leaft as 1 remember) for I would not 
wrong the Gentlemen; no not the Right 
HonovrableCommiffioners of Trade in their 
Accounts—nor any that I have met with, 
have undertaken to fpéak of a Security to 
prefervethe Trade. 
They have {poke of Things, and propos’d 
Schemes, which MAY be a Sccurity, IF 
and JF they fucceed, and IF the feparate 
Traders fend fo many Ships ; But, I muft 
ever be allow’d to fay, there is a manifeft 
Difference between May and Shall; What 
only May be, has a May wot be always at- 
tending it—And if the Trade only may be 
- fecur’d, it may be loft and this, I humbly 
conceive, is a Rifque the Nation onght not 
_ to run. i 
I fee a great Number of Petitions for 
the laying open this Trade 3 Noae of them, 
_ Iprefume, wiladd to it thefe Words, 
In order effetually 10 deftroy it, and lofe it to 
the Nation. But fince that is a Tacit own- 
ing, it ought not to be loft-—It isa moft 
_ ftrange Thing to me, that not one Petition 
is prefented to the Hoxfe, that mentions 
the Securing the Trade to the Kingdom in 
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But really, Gentlemen, were! to petition 
the Houfe of Commons againft the African 
Company, I would do it plainly, That cheic 
Honours would be pleas’d to diffolve the 
faid Company, and fettle the Trade on 
fuch a Foot, as might effeQually fecure 
and preferve the Trade it {elf to the 
Britifh Nation~— And this would certainly 
be a Petition for a regulated Company with 
Exclufive Privileges— I am not concern’d 
at all in the Parties on either fide, and am 
at too great a Diftance to go far in che 
Quarrel—But thus far I cannot but fay, In 
all I have feen already, I could fee nothing 
but a tumultuous Hurry, running upon the 
Company, and railing at Mifmanagements, 
which with Submiffion, is not one Word to 
the Purpofe ; for if this Company has mif- 
manag’d, punifh them, diffolvethem, doall 
that Juitice requires with them ; but the 
main Argument ftands firm—— Secure the 
Trade ; let it not be loft to the Nation, let 
not the Colonies lofe their Supplies of 
Negroes———Let not the publick Intereft of 
Britain in Trade, fiak——And that this can 
be fecur’d without an Exclufive Company, 
Iam ready to debate with any reafonable 
Man on Earth. 

You may run down People by Clamour 
and Noife——— But this Queftion is very 
fhort—— The Trade muft be fecur’d, or it 
muft not; All agree, the firft is abfolutely 
neceflary : Either it can be fecur’d by an 
open free Trade, or it cannot 3 Jf it can, 
*cis ftrange, not one Man has undertaken 
yet to tell us how ; for my part I am in 
Hopes, and have long been waiting to fee 
it attempted ; to fee one Man at leaft 
among the many f@ florid Oppofers of the 
Company, cffer at it—And when it comes, 
as fure it muft one Time or other, if they 
expe& the Hou/e fhould joyn with them $ 
I fay, when it comes, I flall fay more toit.
